TJIK representation of the People has 


been renewed for the twenty-second time 
since the Constitution they formed has been 
in force. 
For near half a century the Chief 


Magistrates who have been .«ucce.«sively cho- 
sen have made their annual communications 
of the state of the nation to its representa- 
tives. Generally, these communications have 
been of the most gratifying nature, testifying 
an advance in all the improvements of social, 
and all the securities of political life. 
But 


frequently, and justly, as you hive been cal- 
led on to be grateful for the bounties of Pro- 
vidence, at few periods have they been more 
abundantly or extensively bestowed than at 
the present: rarely, if ever, have we had 
greater reason to congratulate each other on 
the continued and increasing prosperity of 
our beloved country. 


Agriculture, the first and most important 


occupation,of man, has compensated the la- 
bors of the husbandman with plentiful crops 
of all the varied products of our extensive 
country. 
Manufactures have been estab- 


lished, in which the funds of the capitalist 
find a profitable investment, and which give 
employment and subsistence to a numerous 
and increasing body of industrious and dex- 
trous mechanics. 
The laborer is rewarded 


by high wages, in the construction of works 
of internal improvement, which are extend- 
ing with unprecedented rapidity. 
Science 


is steadily penetrating the recesses of nature, 
and disclosing her secrets, while the ingenu- 
ity of free minds is subjecting the elements 
to the power of man, and making each new 
conquest auxiliary to his comfort. By our 
mails, whose speed is regularly increased. & 
whose routes are every year extended, the 
communication of public intelligence & pri- 
vate business is rendered frequent and safe ; 
'the intercourse between distant cities, which 
it formerly required weeks to accomplish, is 
now effected in a few days : and in the con- 
struction of rail-roads, and the application of 
steam power, we have a reasonable prospect 
that the extreme parts of our country will be 
so much approximated, and those most isola- 
ted by the obstacles of Nature, rendered so 
accessible as to remove an apprehension, 
sometimes entertained, that the great extent 
of the Union would endanger its permanent 
existence. 


If, from the satisfactory view of our agri- 


culture, manufactures, and internal improve- 
ments, we turn to the state of our navigation 
and trade with foreign Nations, and between 
the States, we shall scarcely find less cause 
for gratulatiou. A beneficent Providence has 
provided, for their exercise and encourage- 
ment an extensive coast indented by capa- 
cious bays, noble rivers, inland seas, with a 
country productive of every material for ship 
building, and every commodity for gainful 
commerce, and filled with a population active, 
intelligent, well-informed, and. fearless of 
danger. These advantages are not neglect- 
ed ; and an impulse has lateiy been given to 
commercial enterprise, which fills our ship- 
yards with new constructions, encourages all 
the arts and branches of industry connected 
with them, crowds the wharves of our cities 
•with vessels, and covers the most distant seas 
with our canvass. 


Let us be grateful for these blessings to the 


beneficent Being who has conferred them, 
and who suffers us to indulge a reasonable 
hope of their continuance and extension. 
•while we neglect not the means by which 
they may be preserved. 
If we may dare to 


judge of His future designs by the manner in 
•which his past favors have been bestowed, he 
has made our national prosperity to depend 
on the preservation of our liberties—our na- 
tional force on our Federal Union—and our 
individual happiness on the maintenance of 
our State rights and wise institutions. If we 
are prosperous at home, and respected abroad, 
it is because we are free, united- industrious, 
and obedient to the laws. While we conti- 
nue so. we shall, by the blessing of Heaven, 
go on in the happy career we have begun, and 
which has brought us. in the short period of 
our political existence, from a population of 
three to thirteen millions—from thirteen se- 
parate Colonies to twenty-four United Slntc,<= 
—from weakness to strength—from a. rank 
scarcely marked in the scale of Nations to a 
h5<rJi place in their rc?pecL

upwards of 30,000 tons of American, and 15,- 
000 tons of foreign shipping1 in the outward 
rouges; and, in the inward, nearly an equal 
amount of American, and 20.000 only of fo- 
reign tonnage. Advantages, too, have result- 
ed to our agricultuial interests from the state 
of the trade between Canada and our Terri- 
tories and States bordering on the St. Law- 
rence and the Lakes, which may prove more 
than equivalent to the loss sustained by the 
discrimination made to favor the trade of the 
Northern colonies with the West Indies. 
. After our transition from the state of colo- 
nies to that of an independent nation, many 
points were found necessary to be settled be- 
tween us and Great-Britain. Among them 
was the demarcation of boundaries, not des- 
cribed with sufficient precision in the Treat)'' 
of Peace. 
Some of the lines that divide the 


States and Territories of the U States from 
the British Provinces, have been definitively 
fixed. That, however, which separates us 
from theProvinces of Canada and New Bruns- 
wick to the North and the East, was still in 
dispute when I came into office. 
But I found 


arrangements made for its settlement, over 
which" I had no control. 
The Commissioners 


who had been appointed under the piovisions 
of the Treaty of Ghent, having been unub'e 
to agree, a convention was made with Great- 
Britain by my immediate predecessor in of- 
fice, with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, bv which it was agreed "that the points 
of difference which have arisen in the settle- 
ment of the boundary line between the Amer- 
ican and British dominions, as described in 
the 5th article of the Treaty of Ghent, shall 
be referred, as therein provided, to some 
friendly Sovereign or State, who shall be in- 
vited to investigate, and make a decision up- 
on such points of difference :" and the King 
of the Netherlands having, by the late Presi- 
dent and his Britannic Majesty, been desig- 
nated as such friendly Sovereign, it became 
my duty to carry, with good faith, the agree- 
naent so made into full effect. 
To this end I 


caused all the measures to be taken which 
were necessary to a full exposition of our 
case to the Sovereign Arbiter; and nominated 
as Minister Plenipotentiary to his court, a 
distinguished citizen of the State most inter- 
ested in the question, and who had been one 
of the agents previously employed for set- 
tling the controversy. 
On the 10th day of 


January last, His Majesty the King of the 
Netherlands delivered to the Plenipotentia- 
ries of the United States, and of Great Bri- 
tain, his written opinion on the case referred 
to him. The papers in relation to the subject 
will be communicated, by a special message, 
to the proper branch of the Government, with 
the perfect confidence that its wisdom will a- 
dopt such measures as will secure an amica- 
ble settlement of the controversy, without in- 
fringing any constitutional right of the States 
immediately interested. 


It affords me satisfaction to inform you that 


suggestions, made by my direction to the 
Charge d'Affairs of his Britannic Majesty to 
this Government, have had their desired ef- 
fect in producing the release of certain A- 
merican citizens who were imprisoned for 
setting np the authority of the State of Maine, 
at a place in the disputed territory under the 
actual jurisdiction of his Britannic Majesty. 
From this, and the assurances I have received 
of the desire of the local authorities to avoid 
any cause of collision, I have the best hopes 
that a good understanding will be kept up un- 
til it is confirmed by the final disposition of 
the subject. 


The amicable relations which now subsist 


between the U. States and Great Britain, the 
increasing intercourse between their citi- 
zens, and the rapid obliteration of unfriendly 
prejudices to which former events natural!}' 
gave rise—concurred to present this as a fit 
period for renewing oar endeavors to provide 
against the recurrence of causes of irritation, 
which, in the event of war between Great 
Britain and any other Power, would inevita- 
bly endanger our peace. Animated by the 
sincercst desire to avoid such astate of things, 
and peacefully to secure, under all possible 
circumstance?, the rights and honor of the 
country, f have given such instructions to the 
Minister lately sent to the Court of London, 
as will evince that desire: and if met by a cor- 
respondent disposition, which we cannot 
doubt, will put an end to causes of collision, 
which, without advantage to either, tend to 
estrange from each other two nations who 
have every motive to preserve, not onlv 
pencc, but an intercourse of the most amica- 
ble nature.

a practical illustration of our submission to 
the divine rule of doing to others what we de- 
sire they should do unto us. 


Sweden and Denmark having made com- 


pensation for the irregularities committed by 
their vessels, or in their ports, to the perfect 
satisfaction of the parties concerned, and hav- 
ing renewed the Treaties of Commerce en 
tered into with them, our political and com 
mercial relations with those Powers coutin 
ue to be on the most friendly footing. 


With Spain, our differences UD to the 22c 


of February, 1819, were settled by the Trea 
ty of Washin.srton of that date ; but at a sub 
sequent period, our commerce with the 
States, former!}- colonies o" Spain, on tiie con 
tinent of America, was annoyed and frequent 
ly interrupted by her public and private arm 
ed ships. 
They captured manv ofonrves 


sels prosecuting a lawful commerce, and sole 
them and their cargoes ; and at one time, to 
our demands for restoration and indemnity 
opposed the allegation, that they were lakei 
in the violation of a blockade of all the ports 
of those States. This blockade was declara 
tory only, and the inadequacy ofllie force to 
maintain it, was so manifest, that this allega- 
tion was varied to a charge of trade in contra- 
band of war. This, in its turn, was also foimc" 
untenable ; and the minister whom I sent with 
instructions to press for the reparation that 
was due to our inj'ired fellow-citizens, has 
transmuted an answer to his demand, by 
which the captures are declared to have been 
legal, and are justified, because the indepen- 
dence of the States of America never having 
been acknowledged by Spain, she had a right 
to prohibit trade with them under her old co- 
lonial laws. This ground of defence was 
contradictory, not only to those which had 
been formerly alleged, but to the uniform 
practice and established laws of nations ; and 
had been abandoned bv Spain herself in the 
convention which granted indemnity to Brit- 
ish subjects for captures, marie at the same 
time, under the same circumstances, and for 
the same allegations with those of winch we 
complain. 


I however indulge the hope that further re- 


flection will lead to other views, and feel 
confident that when His Catholic Tthqesty 
shall be convinced of the justice of the claim, 
his desire to preserve friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries, which it is m}' earn- 
est endeavor to maintain, \vili induce him to 
accede to our demand. 
I have therefore des- 


patched a special messenger with instructions 
to our Minister to bring the case once more to 
his consideration ; to the end that if, which I 
cannot bring- myself to believe, the same de- 
cision, that cannot but bo deemed an un- 
friendly denial of justice, should be persisted 
in, the matter ma\, before j'our adjournment, 
be laid before you, the constitutional judges 
of what is proper to be done when negotia- 
tion for redress of it-jury fails. 


The conclusion of a Treaty for indemnity 


with France seemed to present a favorable 
opportunity to renew our claims of a similar 
nature on other Powers, and particularly in 
the case of those upon Naples, more espe- 
cially as 5is she course of former negotiations 
with that T'ower, our failure to induce France 
to render us justice was used as an argument 
against us. 
The desires of the merchant.-, i 


who were the principal sufferers have there- 
fore been acceded to, and .1 mission has been 
snstituted for the special purpose of obtain- 
ing for them a reparation already loo long 
delayed. This measure having been resolv- 
j 


ed on, it was put in execution without wait- 
ing for the meeting of Congress, because the 
state of Europe created an apprehension of e- 
vents that might have rendered our applica- 
tion ineffectual. 


Our demands upon the Government of the 


Two Sicilies are of a peculiar nature : The 


position for that arrangement, did not permit 
him to remain at St. Petersbugh ; and the at- 
tention of that Government, during the whole 
of the period since his departure, having been 
occupied by the war in which it was engaged, 
we have been assured that nothing could 
have been effected by his presence. 
A Min- 


ister will soon be nominated, as well to effect 
this important object, as to keep up the rela- 
tions of amity and good understanding of 
which we have received so many assurances 
aud proofs from His Imperial Majesty and 
the limperor his pieclccessor. 


The Treaty with Austria is opening to us 


an important trade with the hereditary do- 
minions of the Emperor, the value of which 
has been hitherto little known, and of course 
not sufficiently appreciated. 
While our com- 


merce finds an entrance into the South of 
Germany by means of this Treaty, those we 
have formed with the Hansealic Towns and 
Prussia, and others now in negotiation, will 
open that vast country to the cnterprizing 
spirit of our merchants, on the North -. a 
country abounding in all the materials for a 
mutually beneficial commerce, filled with en- 
lightened and industrious inhabitants, holding 
an important place in the politics of Kurope, 
and to which we owe so manv valuable citi- 
zens. 
The latification of the Treaty with the 


Porte was sent to be exchanged by the gen- 
tleman appointed our Charge d'Affaires to 
that Court. 
Some difficulties occurred on 


his arrival ; but at the date of his last official 
despatch, he supposed they had been obvia- 
ted, and that there was every prospect of the 
exchange being speedily effected. 


This finishes the connected view I have 


thought it proper to give of our political and 
commercial relations in Europe. 
Every ef- 


fort in my power will be con tinned to strength- 
en and extend them by Treaties founded on 
principles of the most perfect reciprocity of 
interest, neither asking nor conceding any ex- 
clusive advantage, but liberating us far as it 
lies in my power the activity and industry of 
our fellow citizens from the shackles winch 
foreign restrictions mav impose. 


To China and the East Indies, our commerce 


continues in its usual extent and with increa- 
sed facilities, which the credit and capital of 
our merchants afl'ord, by substituting- bills for 
payments in specie. 
A daringotiti age having 


been committed in those aeas by the plunder 
of one of our merchantmen engaged in the 
pepper trade at:t port in Sumatra, and thc'pi- 
ratical perpetrators belonging to tribes in 
such a state of society, that the usual course 
of proceedings between 
civilized nations 


could not be pursued, I forthwith despatched 
a Frig-ate with orders ;o require immediate 
satisfaction for the injury, and indemnity to 
the sufferers. 


Few changes have taken place in our con- 


nexions with the independent States of A- 
merica since my"last communication to Con- 
gress. The ratification ofa Commercial Trea- 
;y with the United Republics of Mexico has 
jeen for some time under deliberation in their 
Congress, but was still undecided at the date 
of our last despatches. 
The unhappy civil

undoubtedly the cause of the delay; but as 
he Government is now said to be tranquili- 
ed, we may hope soon to receive the ratifi- 


cation of the Treat}', and an arrangement for 
he demarcation of the boundaries between 
is.

1 should have placed Buenos Ayres in the 


list of South American powers, in respect to 
which nothing of importance affecting us WHS 
to be communicated, but for occurrence! 
which have lately taken place at the Falkland 
Islands, in which the mune of that Republic 
has been used to cover with a show of author- 
ity, acts injurious to our commerce, and to 
the property &. liberty of our fellow-citizen*. 
In the course of the present year, one of our 
vessels engaged in the pursuit of a trade 
which we have always enjoyed, without mo- 
lestation, has been captured by a band acting1, 
as they pretend, under the authority of the 
Government of Buenos Ayres. I have there- 
fore given orders for the despatch of an arm- 
ed vessel, to join our squadron in those seas, 
and aid in affording' all lawful protection to 
our trade which shall be necessary ; & shall 
without delay send a Minister to enquire into 
the nature of the circumstances, and also of 
the claim, if any, that is set up by that Gov- 
ernment, to those Islands. 
In the mean time 


J submit the case to the consideration of Con- 
gress, to the end that they may clothe the Ex- 
ecutive with such authority and means »s they 
may deem necessary for providing a force ad- 
equate to the complete protection of our fel- 
low-citizens fishing-and trading in those §e»s. 


This rapid sketch of our foreign relations it 


is hoped, fellow-citizens, may be of some use 
in so much of your legislation as may bear on 
that important subject; while it a fiords to the 
country at large a source of high gratification 
in the contemplation of our political and com- 
mercial connexion with the rest of the world. 
At pence with all—having subjects of future 
difference with few, and those susceptible of 
easy adjustment—extending our commerce 
gradually on all sides, and on none by any 
but the most liberal and mutually beneficial 
means,— we may by the blessing of Provi- 
dence, hope for all that national prosperity 
which can be derived from an intercourse 
with foreign nations, guided by those eternal 
principles of justice and reciprocal good will, 
which are binding as well upon States, us the 
individuals of whom they are composed.- 


I have threat satisfaction in making 


this statement of our affairs, because the 
course of our national policy enables me 
to do it without any indiscreet exposure 
of what in other governments is usually 
concealed from the people. 
Having 


none but a straight forward open course 
to pursue—guided by a single principle 
that will bear the strongest light—we 
have happilv no political combinations 
to form, no alliances to entangle us, no 
complicated interests to consult^ and in 
subjecting all we have done to the con- 
sideration of our citizens, and the in- 
spection of the world, we give no ad- 
vantage to other nation!?, and lay our- 
selves open to no injury.

recently paid to the raising1 of stock. 
The sale of the celebrated cattle of JOHN 
HARE POWKJ., of Philadelphia, enabled 
many farmers of means and enterprise 
to possess themselves of some valuable 
animals. 
A good proportion of this 


valuable stock is now in the possession 
of CHARLES A. BAUNITZ, Esq. of Spring 
Dale farm, near York, Pennsylvania. 
The following description of one or two 
of the cows, which we copy from Poul- 
son's Advertiser, will be found interest- 
ing- to many of our readers. 
We are 


inclined to class farmers who give their 
attention to the improvement of stock 
among the most, if not the most, useful 
of our citizens. 


"To see these cattle alone is worlh a 


visit to his residence. 
There are about 


twenty or thirty head of the Full blood. 
Among; the former is the celebrated 
Bellina, the famous butter cow. In her 
appearance she is far below many of 
her companions, though when critical- 
ly examined, her points are all good. 
The straight back;—the perfect level of 
the spinal column from the horns to 
the tail,—the square sides, the wide 
hips, the full brisket, the intelligent 
countenance and 
wide- spreading bag, 


are all there ; but hhe makes a pound of 
butter at every milking, and hence she 
has not the sleek fat sides, and the fill- 
ing up so necessary to a finished and 
beautiful subject. 
She illustrates the 


idea perfectly, which we have so often 
inculcated, that a deep milker or a great 
butter yielder cannot be easily kept fat. 
She illustrated another 
position we 


have advanced, that milk from dfferent 
cows, apparently of equdl richness, is 
very differently constituted. In some, 
cheesy matter and whey prevail, in oth- 
ers cheesy matter and oil, and in others 
oil and whey prevail w'uh but a slight 
quantity of cheesy matter. 
The first is 


common milk, affording a small quan- 
tity of cream, and poor skim milk ; the 
second affords a medium quantity of 
cream, and makes good cheese, and 
good skim milk ; the last affords a very 
large quantity of cream, no cheese 
scarcely, and very poor skim milk—so 
poor indeed that it is scarcely fit for 
use. 
This is the case with Bellina; 


when her milk has stood the proper 
length of time, the cream, (the milk be- 
ing three or four inches deep,) is nearly 
half an inch thick, and so firm that il 
will almost bear lifting like a buckwheat 
cake, the skim milk being very inferi- 
or?" Mrs. BAKXITZ took about half a 
pint of her cream in a bowl, and in a 
fevy minutes produced six ounces of the 
finest butter we ever tasted, by simply- 
stirring it with a teaspoon. 
The but- 


termilk produced was less than a small 
wine glass full, and that of quite a'poor 
quality.- This cow. unlike the gener- 
ality of her breed, has coarse hair, and 
is of ordinary size, and, as before re- 
marked, would be taken for an ordina- 
ry animal, except upon critical examin- 
ation by a good judge. 
Very high of- 


fers have been made for her and her 
calves. 


Another cow presented a remarkable 


character ; she was the largest we ever 
saw, measuring between the points of 
her hips about two feet four inches.— 
We could not take the measurement 
exactly, as she was rather shy of out- 
stick, but we sali-sBed ourselves that 
we were not an inch out of the way, 
and think that we are ullhin the truth. 
She is of good proportion in all parts 
She has not had a calf since she was 
imported, in consequence as it is sup- 
posed of some injury on the voyage. 
The proprietor expects to fatten this 
cow for the Baltimore market, and if 
he does we shall be able to boa'-t of a 
beef superior in weight and quality to 
any ever slaughtered in America. 


There are many 
beautiful young 


bulls and heifers for sale. We noticed 
a pair of calves as while as swans, ofc- 
qual size and age, thai attract great at- 
tention, and induce hicjh oiVers. We 
must not pass over the Sine young ar.i- 
inal ssrlecied by Mr. D. for his stock 
bull. He is beyond all comparison the 
finest animal of the kind we eier saw, 
and has the fine points o! bis brt-cd in 
the greatest perfection imaginable — 
When we have heard thai if ihe legs 
were cut off upon a line wj;h ihe boiloin 
of ihe belly, and the tierk perpendicu- 
larly wilh the bira-i*, the body would 
form a perfect oblong square, the 
of which would br jui>l double ihc 
of the er.ds, we have been in the habil 
of considering it a fancy-ikvlch ;bwt Ac- 
tual measurement and examination of 
this bull convinces us of iu iruth."'

lief of insolvent debtors, cannot now be 
imprisoned for debt in this SUte; with 
this legislative arrangement, both debt- 
or amf creditor appear to bo satisfied : 
and how far a f u r t h e r exemption of the 
person of the debtor, from execution or 
imprisonment for debt, would reaUy 
beru'tit the indigent cliiss of our citi- 
zens, is a question worthy of grave and 
serious consideration. 
Short credits 


are, it is believed, essential accommo- 
dations, without which the comforts of 
the poor man would be greatly curtailed, 
and although by exempting his person 
from 
execution altogether in certain 


cases, his immunity from 
restraint 


would be enlarged, yet it can scarcely 
be doobteil, that, from that very cause, 
his. difficulties to obtain credit for even 
the necessaries of life would not fail to 
be greatly increased. 
To guard the 


public against frauds and to confine the 
provisions of the law to the. hones/ poor, 
would be attended with no inconsider 
able difficulty: should the subject, how- 
ever, be presented to your considera- 
tion, it will doubtless receive the atten- 
tion to which its importance will entitle 
It. 


Although our State can boast of as 


mild, as perfect and as efficient a code 
of laws as an enlightened course of le- 
gislation could produce, or as a well 
regulaletl community could reasonably 
dt'sire; yet there are complaints, and it 
is believed many of them are well foun- 
ded, not indeed of any defect in the 
laws, but of vexatious delays occurrins 
in the judicial administration of them; 
not ascribable to any want of ability, fi- 
delity, industry or zeal in those whose 
dutv'it is to administer them, but ow- 
ing; "principally to a defective organiza- 
tion or arrangement of the Judiciary 
System itself, and an injudicious distri- 
bution of duties to be performed, and o 
the public bu^ines* to be transacted, a 
rnong the several tribunals charged wit! 
their*connexion. This is.a subject o 
too grave a character and altogether too 
important in its consequences to every 
one of us. to be passed over lightly or 
treated with indifference. The. highes 
judicial tribunal in the State ; the cour 
in the last resort: from whose decree: 
and judgments there is no appeal: anc 
whose decisions and the principles es 
tablished by them are to constitute the 
laws of the land, and to continue to be 
binding upon us and our posterity to the 
remotest generation ; has become so 
completely surcharged 
with business, 


arising from the nature of the duties 
that have been heaped upon it by the re- 
viva! of the circuit court system, the nat- 
ural increase of a spirit of litigation 
consequent upon a rapid and extraordi- 
nary increasing population, & the man- 
ifold and diversified pursuits in which 
that population is engaged, that the 
whole of the time of the judges is in- 
dispensably devoted to the hearing and 
hurrie.d decision of causes—I say the 
"hurried decision of causes, because from 
the interminable mass of business be- 
fore them, which is continually increa- 
sing, and upon which ihcir unwearied 
industry and untiring efforts can make 
no impression, there is no time for re- 
search, examination or reflection—the 
supplicating, anxious appeals of the sui- 
tors impel the judges to an exertion of 
all their energies to rid the docket of its 
cumbrous and oppressive load, and de- 
cisions are, and necessarily must be, 
hastily made, to enable them to progress 
with the celerity which the necessities 
of the country and a desire to despatch 
the public business requires. 
Hence 


the frequent difference of opinion that 
but too often manifests itself upon the 
bench, tending to create doubt and un- 
certainty as to what the law realiy is. 
and which will, it is tu be feared, ulti- 
mately lead to a want of confidence in 
onr judicial decisions. 
It is due to the 


judges that thev should be measurably 
relieved from an excess of labor ; it i5 
due to their reputation as juri^ts and to 
the character of their decision?, that 
they should have some leisure for read- 
ing and reflection : but above all, it is 
due to the good people of the Slat*, in 
reference to the svc'ariiy and protection 
of their persons, their reputations and 
property, that the Judiciary branch <»f 
ihe Government ciinuld b? so coiistiia 
i**d, as 1o afford th^m that icc'jrilv and 
protection, by a projupt, vigorous and 
wn«3csome administration of t3ac laws 
It is to ih-e n.'inT,i1 Assembly that the 
people stnxinu-dv 3«»k for relief in this 
important particular—some of lha exis- 
ting evils b»v.e been altempted in b<» 
pointed out—and there i-> every confi- 
dence ili^i the rriufdv \\i\\ be applied.

It is gratifying however to learn, that 


i military spirit honorable to our citi- 
zens, has recently been awakened in 
man? parts of the State, and that a laud- 
able'desire to invigorate this arm of our 
defence, and to cause a mure perfect 
system to be provided than has hitherto 
obtained, has been generally manifest- 
ed. 


Much valuable information will in all 


probability be speedily elicited 
from 


that source, and should the General 
Assembly feel disposed to apply the 
panacea of legislative reform, in accor- 
dance with public expectation in rela- 
tion to this subject, it will give me much 
pleasure to co-operate with them in any 
measure that will tend to relieve the 
system from its objectionable features 
and those who are embraced within its 
provisions from its present onerous and 
useless exactions.

The finances of the commonwealth 


derived from the ordinary sources of 
revenue established for the support of 
Government, and those pledged for the 
payment of the interest accruing upon 
loans, do not vary materially from those 
of the last year.

bly passed 4th April last, the Auditor 
General and Slate Treasurer are requi-

POLAND. 


The suppression of the Poles by the cap- 


ture of (Warsaw, and the subsequent disper- 
sion of the army, have been the subject of two 
official accounts, one is issued by the Rus- 
sian authorities, the other emanating from 
the Patriots. The only fact to be learned 
from either is, that the cause of Poland is for 
the present lost. Of treachery of a part of 
the Polish leaders, there is no longer-any 
doubt.

•BELGIUM AND HOLLAND. 


The affairs of Holland and "Belgium have 


at last, been arranged by the Conference of 
London.

the .native savages become_ when sur- 
rounded by a dense population, and by 
mixing with the whites, may be seen in 
tlie miserable remnants of a few eastern 
tribes, deprived of political and civil 
rights, forbidden to make contracts arid 
subjected to guardians, dragging out a 
wretched 
existence, without excite- 


ment, without hope and almost without 
thought 


But the removal of the Indians be- 


yond the limits and jurisdiction of the 
States, does not place them beyond the 
reach of philanthropic aid and Christian 
instruction. 
On the contrary, those 


whom philanthropy or religion may in- 
duce to live among them in their new 
abode, will be more free in the exercise 
of their benevolent functions, than if 
they had remained within the limits of 
the States, embarrassed by their inter- 
nal regulations. Now, subject to no 
control but the superintending agency 
of the General Government, exercised 
with the sole view of preserving peace, 
they may proceed unmolested in the in- 
teresting experiment of gradually ad- 
vanciii"- a community of American In- 
dians from barbarism to the habits and 
enjovments of civilised life. 


Among the happiest elfects of the im- 


proved relations of our republic, has 
been an increase of trade, producing a 
corresponding increase o£ revenue, be- 
Tond the most sanguine anticipations 
of the Treasury Department.

which may be safely extended to them. 
The points in which the law appears to 
be defective will be particularly com-

by the

Treasury : and I take pleasure in re- 
commending such an extension of its 
provisions as will unfetter the enter- 
prise of a valuable portion of our citi- 
zens, arid restore to them the means uf 
usefulness to themselves and the com- 
munity.

your consideration, the propriety of so 
modifying the laws for enforcing the

venerable patriot at the head of the general 
government, that internal improvements, of 
a national character, will not be permitted to 
languish ; we may indeed appreciate with 
becoming confidence, and with fholin^s of 
patriotic exultation, tho unexampled success 
which has attended our republican form of 
government, formerly considered an experi- 
ment of doubtful efficacy, to sustain itself a- 
gainsl all the variety of changes and embar- 
rassing perplexities to which, in the course 
of its manifold political probations, it would 
necessarily bo exposed : but since provcrl by 
the unerring test of time, and the experience 
which a combination of adverse circumstan- 
ces, the consequence of occasional popular 
commotions, but mure recently of a protract- 
ed and vindictive war with a powerful foreign 
nation, has furnished, not only to possess the 
capacity to secure to its citixensa greater a- 
rnoiml of true happiness and enjoyment, and 
of temporal bliss arid prosperity than is con- 
ferred by differently constituted governments 
elsewhere, but also to combine Ihe strength 
and energy, necessary for national security 
and protection, with the firmness and stability 
winch eminently fit it for every vicissitude 
to which governments are exposed in the ev- 
er varying course of events. 


J3ut'whilst we are indulging in congratu- 


lations with regard to the general prosperity 
of our common country, and ad verting to the 
extensive artificial improvements constructed 
and in progress in our own commonwealth, 
mav I not be permitted, at the same time, 
with the sensations of unaffected exultation 
and delight, which the deep interest all must 
feel in the subject, cannot fail to inspire, to 
direct your attention to, an«l to congratulate 
you upon its recent extraordinary moral im- 
provement, exemplified in the gradual, but 
clearly perceptible, decrease of crime of eve- 
ry grade and description, and especially in 
thVrnanifest diminution of the number of vic- 
tims to that most degrading of all vices, in- 
temperance, the genctrix of crime; and to 
which most vices owe their depraved origin : 
but upon which the philanthropic efforts of- 
the wise and the good every where, aided by 
the force of public opinion, have stamped the 
senl of reprobation and doomed it to such an 
overwhelming measure of odium and ineffa- 
ble contempt, as even the unfortunate votary, 
with habits the most inveterate and confirm- 
ed, cannot assume the hardihood to brave or 
resist. The entire prohibition of the use of 
ardent spirits to persons employed upon the 
public works, now constructing by the State, 
would, there is reason to believe, greatly aid 
in still further extirpating this loathsome and 
destructive moral contagion from amongst us. 
be attended with the most happy consequen- 
ces to the individuals themselves, and pro- 
duce results nielily beneficial to their employ- 
ers and to the State. 


A kindred evil to that of intemperance, 


however, equally ruinous to the morals and 
destructive of the comfort and happiness of 
the community, is the practice of selling fo- 
reign lottery tickets, and the drawing of lot- 
teries within this commonwealth, which has 
been permitted to progress for many years. 
&is still tolerated amongst us: no successful 
effort having been made to arrest it. 
And so 


long as we shall have a lottery drawn within 
the^State, by authority of law. we must ex- 
pect a continual influx of tickets upon us 
from other states, the sales of which will be 
cloaked and connived at, under the legalized 
sales of tickets of the Union Canal lottery.— 
And such is the infatuation produced tipnr 
the community, by this fascinating- and alln- 
r"m<r enticement to adventure, that until there 
shall no longer be a vestige of a lottery 
authorized by law. tolerated in the State, tin 
several acts' of nspernbly. providing sevcrr 
penalties against the venders of foreign or 
unauthorized lottery tickets, AVI 11 remain r 
dend letter, and will not be enforced ao;ains 
offenders.

he dissemination of learning1 and knowledge 
night to form one of the principal objects of 
lis ambition. 
Virtue ami intelligence are the 


jnly appropriate pillars upon which a Kepub- 
ican Government can securelv rest : witliout 
bese, liberty itself would soon degenerate 
nto licentiousness, and our free and liberal 
institutions, so highly cherished by ourselves, 
ind so much admired and respected by the 
wise and the patriotic of other nations, would 


ing-ulphec! in anarchy, and become the re- 


jroacli of their friends and the derision of the 
enemies of the equal rights of man in every 
quarter of the plobe. 
Under these impres- 


sions, no opportunity has been omitted ear- 
lestly to press upon the attention of the leg- 
slature, the indispensable necessity of estab- 
ishing bv la-A" a general system of common 
school education, by meaiia of which, in the 
anguage of the constitution, "the poor may 
se taught gratis," and that the benefits and 
the blessings resulting therefrom may be ex- 
tended to the rising generation, indiscrimi- 
lately and universally. 


It is cause for no ordinary measure of grati- 


ication, that the legislature at its last session, 
considered tiiis subject worthy of its deliber- 
ations, and advanced one step towards the in- 
tellectual regeneration of the Stats, by laying 


foundation for raising a fund to be employed 


hereafter in the righteous cause of a practical 
general education; and it is no less gratifying' 
to know, that public opinion is giving strong 
indications of having undergone a favorable 
change in reference to this momentous meas- 
ure, 
and by its gradual but powerful work- 


ings, is fast dispelling the grovelling fallacies, 
but too long prevalent, that gold is prefera- 
ble to knowledge, and that doll.u-s and cents 
are of higher estimation than learning. This 
powerful lever, bv which the actions of men 
are principally regulated, is fast approaching 
a crisis in relation to this much agitated ques- 
tion, and there is reason to believe, will spee- 
dily induce legislative action in reference to 
it: nut. it is hoped, however, too speedily for 
maturing a well digested svstem, possessing 
that degree of perfection by which it will be 
rendered generally acceptable to the people, 
and have a tendency to realise the ardent 
hopes and fond anticipations of its many warm 
and zealous friends. A system that would not 
have such a tendency, but would be received 
with dissatisfaction bv the people, would have 
the unhappy effect of bla&ting for a time the 
anxious expectations of the advocates of gen- 
eral education; of reviving Former prejudices, 
and of retarding for many years the progress 
of intellectual improvement. In order there- 
fore that a system, the most perfect that can 
be devised, and one that will be best adapted 
to the views and wishes of our constituents, 
mav be projected in the fiist instance, should 
any difficulties occur, in the course of your 
deliberations in relation to the subject, or in 
regard to the most eligible pl.m to be adopt- 
ed, I would suggebt for your consideration the 
propriety ol" appointing a commission, to con- 
sist of three or more talented and intelligent 
individuals, known friends of a liberal and en- 
lightened svstem of education, whose duty 
it should be to collect all the information, and 
possess themselves of nil the facts and knowl- 
edge, that can be obtained from anv quarter, 
having a bearing upon, or connection with, 
the subject of education, and to arrange and 
embody the same in a report, to be transmit- 
ted to" the legislature at their next session, 
for examination and final action thereon. Such 
a course, there is reason to believe, would 
tend more than any other to elicit much valu- 
able information that could not otherwise be 
obtained, would facilitate the progress and fi- 
nal completion of this much desired work; and 
would no» fail to secure for it a greater meas- 
ure of perfection ihan could under other cir- 


be attained.
